Castoria Counterfeiters Convicted. 


John Bick, president of the Palestine 
Drug Company, of St. Louis, has been 
convicted in the criminal court in that 
city of imitating the wrappers used on 
castoria. Mr. Camp, who represented 
Charles H. Fletcher, proved that the de- 
fendant had willfully imitated the de- 
sign of the label used by Mr. Fletcher, 
the original manufacturer of castoria. 
This is the second criminal conviction 
obtained in St. Louis by Mr. Fletcher, 
Samuel Esslinger having been con- 
victed under criminal proceedings about 
a year ago. When the imitations of 
eastoria were first placed upon the mar- 
ket the proprietor merely brought civil 
suits against the imitators in the 
United States courts. Latterly, how- 
ever, he has resorted to criminal pro- 
cedure wherever the State laws permit 
of his doing so, as a punishment under 
criminal procedure is of a character 
which is much more apt to serve as a 
deterrent from infringement than is a 
mere civil suit. 

The Palestine Drug Company, of 
which Bick was president, has re- 
received a good deal of notice during 
the past year on account of a scheme 
which they proposed to druggists for 
the disposal of their surplus stock of 
unsalable patents. Charges of bad 
faith in the execution of their contracts 
were made by several druggists who 





had dealings with them. Charles H. 
Fletcher has always been most liberal 
toward the retail trade, though he in- 
tends to fully protect his rights. When 
the war tax was imposed he was one 
of the first proprietors to announce his 
intention to pay the tax himself rather 
than to endeavor to foist it upon the re- 
tail drug trade. He has just published

I beg to inform you that in the litigations instituted by me against the Eisner & Mendelson 
Company and Alexander Nielsen, THE SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES’ HAS 
NOW RENDERED A FINAL DECISION SUSTAINING MY EXCLUSIVE RIGHT TO THE 
STYLE OF BOTTLES AND LABELS USED FOR [MY HUNYADI JANOS WATER, AND 
AWARDING TO ME JUDGMENT OF INJUNCTION, DAMAGES, PROFITS AND COSTS. 


With reference to the label used by the Eisner & Mendelson Company, the Supreme Court, 
quotes with approval the decision of the Circuit Court which found that Eisner “ ¢xtentionally sim- 
ulated the Saxlehner United States label for the purpose of obtaining, by means of the simulation, 


part of the good will which the Jdnos water had gained,’’ and added, ‘‘ indeed we find no author- 
ity whatever for the appropriation of this label by any of Saxlehner’s competitors, and nothing 
to show that it was not a CASE OF UNDISGUISED PIRACY.” 


While the Supreme Court has come to the conclusion that the claim of Andreas Saxlehner to 




















prevent the use af the names under which these defendants sold their waters could not be enforced 
any more, it states: “ We are of opinion, however, that as defendant's bottle and label are a clear 
infringement upon those of the plaintiff, it would be destructive to her just rights to permit the 
use of such bottles and labels by the defendant, notwithstanding the affixing of the seal brand, 
which isa mere private mark of the importer. The injury to her ts in the simulation of her bottle 
and label and she has the right to require that her competitors shall be forced to adopt a style of 
bottle which no one with the exercise of ordinary care can mistake for hers.’’ <A similar decision 
for injunction, damages and costs is directed in the case against Nielsen. 

I therefore respectfully request the trade to stop the handling of such waters which bear imitation 
labels of my well known Hunyadi Janos Water, as otherwise I shall be forced to protect my rights against 
those who, in the face of the decision of the Supreme Court, still continue to harm the good will of my 
business, by selling such waters.

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Saxichner Sues Eisner and Mendel- 
son Individually. 


A bill of complaint has been filed in 
the United States Court for the South- 
ern district of New York by Emilie Sax- 
lebner, of Budapest, Hungary, the 
owner of the Hunyadi Janos Springs, 
against Moritz Eisner and Joseph Men- 
delson, the president and treasurer, re- 
spectively, of the HKisner & Mendelson 
Co., of New York City, for the purpose 
ef collecting from them, individually, 
the profits which their company made 
by selling bitter waters imitating the 
bottle and label of the Hunyadi Janos 
Water, thereby perpetrating what is 
characterized in a U. S. Supreme Court 
decision as an “active and continuing 
fraud.” 

It has recently been decided by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
that the bottles and labels used by the 
Eisner & Mendelson Co. for the sale of 
bitter waters put on the market by it 
in large quantities for the last ten years 
were “evidently designed for the pur- 
pose of imposing the defendant's (Eis- 
mer & Mendelson Co.) waters upon the 
public as those of the plaintiff” (Sax- 
lehner.) The court also stated that 
there was nothing to show that the ap- 
propriation by his competitors of Sax- 
lehner’s label was not “‘a case of un- 
disguised piracy.” Therefore the court 
held the Eisner & Mendelson Co. ac- 
«countable for all the profits made by it 
from the sale of these waters from the 
inception of the business. 

Under the decision of the Supreme 
Court the Eisner & Mendelson Co. will 
have to pay over to Mrs. Saxlehner all 
the profits made by the sale of this imi- 
tation. 

The present suit started by Mrs. Sax- 
lehner against Moritz Eisner and Jo- 
seph Mendelson, individually, seeks to 
held them personally accountable for 
whatever profits have been realized by 
ihem and their company, and for the 
damages inflicted upon Mrs. Saxlehner. 


Seabury Leads the Way. 


The first formal announcement of a 
reduction in price by a manufacturer 
because of the abolition of the war tax, 
so far as we are aware, is that pub- 
lished on page 17 by Seabury & John- 
son, who propose to give the retail drug- 
gist the full benefit of the reduction 
without any unnecessary delay. 


* Mineral Products of the United 
. States. 


Advance sheets for the report of the 
Wnited States Geological Survey for 
4899 show that the copper produced in 
1899 had a higher valuation than either 
the gold or silver, there having been 
$70,806,626 worth of silver, $71,053,400 
worth of gold and $104,190,896 worth of 
copper produced during that year. The 
‘total value of the metallic products for 
the year is placed at $527,218,084, near- 
fy double the average annual produc- 
tion since 1890, and about $200,000,000 
‘worth more than was produced in any 
gear since 1890. 

Birax has gained slightly, the produc- 
tion for 1899 being valued at $1,139,- 
62, as against $1,120,000 in 1898. Bro- 
mine has declined from $126,614 in 1898 
to $108,251 in 1899. The growth of the 
ase of pyrites for making sulphuric acid 





is shown in the increased output which 
from $273,745 in 1890 rose to $593,801 
in 1898, falling off slightly in 1899. A 
very noticeable increase has occurred 
in the sulphur production, which has 
risen from nothing in 1890 to $107,500 
in 1899. There has been a noticeable 
growth in the sale of domestic natural 
mineral waters, the total valuation of 
the quantity sold in 1890 amounting to 
$2,600,950, as against $8,051,833 in 1898 
and $6,948,030 in 1899.

The Future Supply of Gutta- 
Percha. 


H. Semler says in the Tropische Agri- 
cultur that the question of a future sup- 
ply of gutta-percha is one of impor- 
tance, on account of the diminishing 
number of gutta-percha yielding trees, 
owing partly to the fact that the Chi- 
nese clear forests of young gutta-percha 
trees in order to grow pepper and gam- 
bier. Then again, cultivators are at 
fault in that they fell the trees in re- 
gions where they once were abundant, 
as in Java, for instance, instead of 
allowing them to remain and extracting 
the latex from the living tree. In Su- 
inatra and Borneo the trees are wan- 
tonly destroyed in a similar manner, no 
less than three million trees being de- 
stroyed during the years 1854 to 1875. 
It is hoped that the method of draw- 
ing the latex from the leaves and young 
branches may succeed. A ten-year-old 
tree produces 7 kilogrammes of leaves 
and a_ thirty-year-old tree 11 kilo- 
grammes. As the leaves contain from 
% to 10 per cent. of gutta-percha, the 
annual yield by this method would be 
as great as that now generally obtained 
trom an entire fallen tree. 

Of the substitutes for gutta-percha, 
rone has been found to equal it as an 
isolating cover for electric wires and 
cables, excepting balata. This sub- 
stance is produced in British Guiana 
and Venezuela, and is considered as 
good as gutta-percha for manufacturing 
purposes. It is regarded as gutta- 
percha in the commercial statistics of 
imports into Great Britain, which im- 
ports most of the gutta-percha and 
balata of the world. The returns, how- 
ever, show a notable diminution in im- 
ports from 1880 to 1885, though since 
1885 the figures have remained almost 
stationary.

Phenacetin Test Case. 

That the Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld 
Co., the proprietors of the patent right 
in phenacetin, are determined to assert 
the validity of the phenacetin patent was 
shown in the hearing of a test case in 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
district of Philadelphia on the 15th 
inst. An infringement of the patent 
was alleged, the plaintiff being the Far- 
benfabriken of Eberfeld Co., of New 
York, and the defendant, druggist Mau- 
rer, of Philadelphia. The plaintiff was 
represented by leading counsel of the 
New York bar, Anthony Gref, Esq., and 
L. Gifford, and the defendant by Hector 
i Fenton, Esq., of the Philadelphia 

ar. 

The opening argument was exceed- 
ingly interesting in the recital by Mr. 
Gifford of the chemical evolution of the 
drug phenacetin. 

The defense, as presented by counsel 
for the druggists, attacked the validity 
of the patent on the ground that the 








substance, as a chemical body, was old, 
and that the patentees simply discov- 
ered its therapeutic value, which is a 
nou-patentable attribute under the 
statutes, citing the famous case of Dr. 
Morton, on ether as an anesthetic, 
which was held invalid some forty. 
years ago on the same ground. The 
case was continued.
